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Enhancing speed on the Race 
Track 

Raja was a fan of Narain 
Karthikeyan. As he watched the San 
Marino Grand Prix on TV he sank 
back on his sofa, comfortably. Viz was 
perched on Raja's watch, as usual. 


Raja’s mind was bubbling with 
questions. Firstly, why were race cars 
different from road cars? Viz flashed 
the answer on his mind. “Race cars 
resemble jet engines rather than road 
cars.” 











aeroplane minimizes “ 
slowing force with its 
aerodynamic body and creates a 
“Lifting force with its wings, a 
race car minimizes turbulence 
(drag) with its special shape 
and creat 
the special positioning of its 
wings. Like the “lift” helps the plane 
to fly, the down force keeps the car 
moving on the ground. To make this 
easier, the car body is also kept low.” 
“Besides,” said Viz. “There are 
wind tunnels. (Air is also required to 
00! the heat generated by the engines) 
Wings at the back and front of the car 
are designed to suit the type of track. 
If the track is mostly straight roads it 
requires a different wing style from a 
car that is to be raced on slower, 
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curving tracks. At top speeds the 
“down” force can be 2% times the 
weight of the car. This means 
(theoretically) the car can go upside 
down at a certain speed! But such a 
force also makes it difficult for the 
driver to tum a comer.” 

“Does it?! always thought racing 
was exciting, but not difficult,” said 
Raja, imagining himselfin the driver's 
seat. “and maybe expensive,” he 
added, with a sigh. 

“Oh yes,” said Viz, “Each car is 
made of nearly 9000 parts and the 
steering wheel alone costs about sixty 
lakhs.” 

“You must be joking!” sad 
Raja. 











“The steering wheel is not such a 
simple thing. It is made of Carbon 


fibre. Almost all the controls, 
excepting the throttle and brake 
pedals, are built into the steering 
wheel. This saves the driver time, 1s 
he does not have to fiddle around for 
controls.” 

* Imagine having the controls on 
the steering wheel!” 

“The steering whee! is builtin such 
‘a manner that if there is an emergency, 


the driver can jump out of the car, just 
by moving the steering wheel —in five 
seconds, This is one of the safety 
requirements at Formula One races. 
‘And the wheel should be put back in 
another five seconds, so that the e: 
if damaged or in the path of other cars, 
can be steered away avoiding a 
multiple car crash!” 

“Viz, why do some cars need a 








tyre change? Don’t they make tough 
tyres for these cars?” 


“These tyres are tough in a way 
but lighter. Unlike road cars, the 





tyres are not made of steel belted 
radials, but of nylon and polyester. 
These are capable of standing 


greater pressures for a shorter 
duration. Tyres usually do not last 
for more than one race. Filled with 
4 special nitrogen rich air mixture, 
and a special weave, they can 
withstand a lot of down force, but 
only last about 200 kms!” 

So every part is different from 
the road car then!” 

Not just every part, but even the 
cloth 
driver wears! The fuel used to be 
very different too. Even aircraft fuel 
was used for a while! But now the 
fuel comes closer to regular car 
fuel.

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Sarojini Naidu was 
bom in 1879 toAghornath 
Yhattopadhyaya, a cru- 
sader who established the 
Nizam’s College in 
Hyderabad, pioneer- 
ing English and 
women’s education. 
Sarojini’s mother was 
a pious lady. She in- 
stilled in Sarojini’s 
mind spiritual values. 
Sarojini was educated 
at Madras and 
Hyderabad. She 
passed her matricula- 
tion at the age of 
twelve securing first 
position. She composed 
beautiful Bengali lyrics, 
which she used to sing in 
her melodious voice. 

Sarojini had started 
writing ata fairly early age. 
Her talent caught the atte! 
tion of two English 
ics, Edmond Gosse and 
Arthur Symons. She sur- 
prised the world with her 
poetic talent by publishing 
her first volume of her po- 
etry “The Golden Thresh- 
old” which carried an in-

troductory essay by Arthur Symons, Mahatma 
Gandhi called her Nightingale of India (Bharat 
Kokila) for the sheer variety of theme, ranges 
of feelings, colours and rhythm, metaphor and 
similes. Sarojini was a poetess with a cosmo- 
politan and secular outlook. 

It was Gopal Krishna Gokhle who per- 
suaded her to step out of the ivory tower and 
dedicate herself to the 
service of her nation. 
Later she adopted Ma- 
hatma Gandhi as 
her guru. When 
Rabindranath Tagore, 
humiliated by the Punjab 
atrocities renounced his 
knighthood, Sarojini re- 












turned the Kaisar-e-hind medal, which had 
been awarded to her by the Government for 
her work in the Ambulance Corps during the war. 
In December 1925, she became the presi- 
dent of the Indian National Congress, when 
Mahatma Gandhi handed over the charge to 
her. She was the first woman Governor of UP, 
The assassination of Mahatma Gandhi in 1948 
was a great blow to Sarojini, She passed away 
on 2nd March 1949.
